Again this year the Board of Trustees, applied for a 1968 State Aid 
Grant, and received $1,693.50. The Board of Library Commissioners 
certified this with reservation due to personnel requirements as defined in 
the Maximum Standards, 1962 edition. 


An innovation in cataloging was instituted, with the use of cards on 
which the books are already titled and classified. This has made a more 
efficient and up-to-date system, and will ease the burden of the patron 
trying to find a particular volume. 


Story hours during the summer months were held at all three 
libraries, conducted during the month of August by the respective 
librarians. 


Major purchases during the year included, a new desk at the North 
branch, carpeting in the vestibule and the stairway to the children’s room 
in the main library. A book return located outside the main library, 
allowing patrons an opportunity to return books any hour of the day or 
night. New catalog drawers and stand were purchased for the South 
branch. Our Reference section now includes two new sets of both junior 
and senior Encyclopedias, along with a wide variety of children’s and adult 
reference books. 
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The inauguration of a bookmobile-book deposit service from Boston 
Public Library system has become a reality, through our Eastern Regional 
Public Library system. It is serving our main library on a regular monthly 
schedule and allows our Librarians to select books with current titles, both 
adult and juvenile, plus classic and other titles listed in the standard 
catalogs. 


We would again like to remind all parents that they are responsible 
for their own and their children’s overdue and lost books. Children in the 
first grade may now be allowed to borrow books, provided parents sign the 
registration cards. All library patrons are allowed to borrow up to three 
books per library card. Books may be borrowed for a two week period and 
may be renewed either in person or by telephone for another period of 
two weeks. The phone number is: 966-1660. 


The trustees are especially grateful to members of the Highway 
Department, who have been so accommodating during the past year in 
transporting books from one library to another, also the teachers who have 
stimulated an interest in the town’s books during the past year. We are, 
also, grateful to the volunteers who have helped with the story hour and 
were so generous with their time. Last but not least, our Librarians who 
take much pride and pleasure in serving you the public. We welcome any 
and all suggestions for the improvement of the library service to you.

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REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM PLANNING BOARD 
(For the year ending December 31, 1968) 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens and Taxpayers 
of the Town: 


At the risk of appearing overly optimistic, it seems that a trend is 
being followed indicating a substantial reduction in requests for sub- 
divisions. 


In 1967 only one subdivision was presented to the board and was 
rejected for lack of compliance to the subdivision regulations. 


In 1968 no new subdivisions were submitted, but four subdivisions 
already under construction had to be revised to conform with present 
zoning requirements. If these revised subdivisions had been approved, they 
would have resulted in substantially fewer homes than were originally 
allowed; however of these four, three did not satisfy all of the conditions 
of the subdivision regulations and therefore were rejected. The fourth 
revised subdivision now contains two homesites for every five in the 
original subdivision plan. 


In 1968 the Planning Board submitted to the Annual Town Meeting 
a proposal of parking regulations on vehicles, an increase of lot sizes in the 
Agricultural Zone, and an addition of a “Cluster Zoning”’ provision to the 
By-Laws. 


These regulations were approved by the Annual Meeting and by the 
Attorney General of the Commonwealth with the exception of the 
“Cluster Zoning” provision. It was his feeling that the delegation of 
Authority in regard to “Cluster Zoning” did not meet the intent of the 
State Chapters of Zoning laws. This “Cluster Zoning” provision has been 
since reconsidered by this board, revised, and will be resubmitted at the 
Annual Meeting in March, 1969. 


The Planning Board will also submit to the Annual Meeting an 
addition to the Zoning By-Laws to cover Flood Plain Zoning within the 


town. 


The Board will also submit provisions in the Zoning By-Laws to 
allow multi-family, or apartment, dwellings. 


In regard to the “‘multi-family” proposal and the “‘Flood Plain” 
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proposal, an extensive study was made utilizing the soil survey, numerous 
discussions and reviews with the Planning Board Consultant, and a review 
of multi-family dwelling requirements in surrounding towns. 


Throughout the year 1968 the Planning Board conducted 48 
meetings; 39 were regular meetings and 9 were Public Hearings. 


In 1969, starting in January, the Planning Board will begin a study 
of an “Open Space Program” for the Town in cooperation with the Parks 
Commission and Conservation Commission. During the year we also 
expect to upgrade our Subdivision Control Laws. Further, we expect to 
conduct a major effort to develop ideas, or even a plan, for the 
improvement of safety, convenience and attractiveness of Bellingham 
Center. 


We plan to update our base map, and continue efforts regarding 
current zoning and development issues. 


The work of the Planning Board over the past few years has largely 
focussed on land development controls. In general we hope to see the 
coming year provide the Board with opportunities to become usefully 
involved in a broader spectrum of issues. 


At this time, we would like to thank all of the Town Boards and 
Citizens who have been of assistance in helping the Planning Board in the 
performance of its duties.

It was a grave loss to the Zoning Board of Appeals with the 
departing of Messrs. Michele Parisi, Matthew Pytko and Joseph Chiappone. 
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Their combined wisdom of zoning knowledge gone with them made for a 
great deal of homework and research, with extra effort exerted on the part 
of the new members. The election of Mr. Parisi to the Planning Board, 
with his background and knowledge, is and will be an asset to that Board. 


At a reorganizational meeting held in March, Mr. Carl Rosenlund was 
named Chairman, and Mr. Robert Mowry, Clerk. The Board, at this time, 
welcomed new members Thomas Irving and Arthur Wheeler. 


During the course of the year, Stephen Lincoln and Robert Kingdon 
were appointed to the Board to fill vacancies, with the added attraction of 
Mrs. Joan Wingle to serve as Clerk of the Board. 


After attending the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards’ 
1968 Annual Meeting, Chairman Rosenlund requested and initiated the 
following new work procedures: (1) Transcripts of all hearings to be 
placed on file with the Town Clerk. (2) Procedural format worked out 
with the help of Zoning Board of Appeals from various surrounding towns. 
(3) Working with the Planning Board, new amendments were added to the 
Zoning By-Laws, enacted by an October Town Meeting. 


The Board closed the year with two vacancies for Alternate Members 
to the Board still to be filled by the Board of Selectmen. 


During 1968, 15 requests came before the board, with 11 of these 
being acted upon. Of these, 6 were approved, 4 with various restrictions, 
and 5 were denied.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens and Taxpayers 
of Bellingham. 


The annual report of the Health Agent is submitted. 
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From January 1968 through December 1968, 66 health permits 
were issued by me for the installation of and repairs of sewerage disposal 
systems. Four (4) permits were also issued for the removal of Offal from 
the Town of Bellingham. Offal removal permits are $5.00. Seventeen (17) 
Disposal Works Installers Permits were issued in compliance with the state 
law. Installers permits are $5.00. 


The fee for a health permit is $5.00. The fee for a repair permit is 
$2.00. Applications must be filled out and accompanied by a diagram 
showing locations of the new installation or repair. In addition, percola- 
tion tests must be taken and submitted with the application before a 
health permit can be issued. All installations are inspected upon 
completion and all existing laws rigidly enforced. 


POLIO CLINICS 


In 1968, two (2) free polio clinics were held for pre-school children. 
The clinics were well attended. Trivalent vaccine was used in both clinics. 
It was made available by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


MEASLES CLINIC 


In 1968, one (1) Measles Clinic was held for pre-school children. It 
was also well attended and it marked the third time such a clinic was held 
in Bellingham. 


SWIMMING AREA WATER TESTS 


Swimming areas in Bellingham are tested for bacteria content every 
other week beginning the middle of June and ending late in August. The 
dates vary from year to year. In 1968 swimming areas were tested six (6) 
times and all were found suitable for swimming. 


With the growing of our Town, the duties of the Health Agent have 
been expanded and include many new areas some of which will be 
expanded in the next few years. In addition the investigating of claims of 
needy parents in regards to premature babies and the enforcing of the 
many local and state laws, along with the many reports that must be made 
out requires a great deal of time and effort and the combined cooperation 
of all officials in Bellingham. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all volunteers, 
expecially, Mrs. Gloria Lessard, Mrs. Sarah Wrenn and Mrs. Mary Ann King 
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for their time and effort freely given to make the Various Clinics a success. 
Also Dr. Thomas DePalo, Town Health Officer, Miss Lucy King, R.N., 
School nurses, Mrs. Joan Ferrelli and Mrs. Patricia Burns, and the Public 
Health Nurses for their splendid cooperation in providing information and 


their help in the various clinics.

CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Reconstruction, drainage and resurfacing with Type I, was com- 
pleted on another 1800 Ft. of Blackstone St., Berms Sidewalks and 
another section will be worked on as soon as weather permits. All work 
was done as per agreement with the board of Selectmen & State & County 
Engineers. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


As per agreement with the board of Selectmen and the State & 
County Engineers, another section of South Main St. (126) was repaved 
with Type I. In 1969 we hope to continue up South Main St. with this 
type of surface. 


CHAPTER 81 MAINTENANCE 


The total State Approved Mileage for 1968 was 69.53 Miles. As per 
agreement with the Board of Selectmen and the State & County Engineers, 
all possible Patching, Grading, Graveling and Cleaning of Drainage System 
was carried out by this dept. 
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HIGHWAY SWEEPING & CLEANING 


Sand was removed from most of the Streets in town this past year. 
We hope to concentrate on a complete clean up before our Anniversary 
Celebration this year with the help of our own sweeper and with the 
co-operation of all our citizens. 


BRIDGES & RAILINGS 


Railings were painted on all town Bridges in town. The Bridge on 
Railroad St. was completely rebuilt as this structure was found unsafe. The 
narrow and dangerous Bridge on Farm St. was removed and replaced with 
a pipe culvert & will help to make Farm St. safer. 


SIGNS & GUIDEPOSTS 


Signs and Guideposts were replaced where possible. This Department 
also put up as many stop signs as was approved by the State Dept. of 
Public Safety, these were placed at locations designated by the State. 


SNOW REMOVAL & SANDING 


The Highway Dept. was called out 30 times in 1968 for sanding 
storms and 5 times for major plowing Storms with a total accumulation of 
39 inches. Firemen were used to shovel out all hydrants after every 
snowstorm. In late 1968 this department received its new sand and salt 
spreader which will greatly help keep our roads safe. 


TOWN APPROPRIATIONS 


As per vote of the Town meeting the following projects were 
completed in 1968. 

DRAINAGE HARTFORD AVE. — 500 Ft. of 12” Concrete pipe 
were installed with 2 catchbasins and 2 manholes. 

DRAINAGE TAUNTON ST. — 2050 Ft. of 12” Concrete pipe were 
installed with 8 catchbasins and 4 manholes. 

DRAINAGE MURON AVE. — 500 Ft. of 12” Concrete pipe were 
installed with 4 catchbasins and | manhole. 

SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION — Sidewalk was constructed on 
Hartford Ave a distance of 1100 Ft. and on South Main St. a 
distance of 500 Ft. 

STREET IMPROVEMENT — Blackstone St. was improved and 
paved a distance of 1800 Ft. and Poirier St. was improved and 
paved a distance of 480 Ft. 
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In 1969 this department is asking for a new Front End Loader to 
replace the one we now have which will be 6 years old, we recommend 
that the old machine be kept and used to maintain the Town Dump as its 
value as a trade in is not much it could see a few more years of limited 
service. I again ask that a committee be formed to investigate the 
construction of a new highway barn as our present barn is inadequate for a 
town that has grown as fast as Bellingham. I also again request that the 
Town seek bids on gasoline for all Departments as I think a great deal of 
money could be saved. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police Dept., the Fire 
Dept., the Water Dept., the Civilian Defense, the Town Council and the 
State & County Engineers for the co-operation received this year. I would 
also like to thank the employees of the Highway Department for their 
continued co-operation rendered in this past year.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Finance Committee wishes to thank all the Town Departments 
for their cooperation this past year. 


We suugest that the various Town Depts. make themselves more 
familiar with the State Laws and Town By-Laws governing the Town, 
which we feel, would guide us to a more harmonious and improved Town 
Government. 


The Finance Committee recommends the Forming of a Charter 
Commission under the Home Rule Amendment for the purpose of 
consolidating several town offices into a single full time position. This will 
give the townspeople the convenience of a Town Office open for business 
at regular hours on a full time basis. The history of our present system has 
been one of continuous wage increases and more demands for clerical help. 
Therefore a financial savings would also be realized. 
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The Commonwealth of Mass. assumed the task of administering the 
cost of the Welfare Program as of July 1, 1968. It would appear that 
although the Town of Bellingham will face the problem of paying more for 
this service the case loads will not have increased proportionately. 


We feel that it is our responsibility to point out that the School 
Dept. budget, which this year will represent approximately 60% of our 
total Town operating budgets, is beginning to affect the ability of the 
other Town Depts. to keep up with the needs of a growing Town. 


You, the taxpayers, must decide the answer to this problem. If you 
expect the other Town Depts. to furnish you with increased services, it can 
be done only by a redistribution of the total budget or by means of a 
substantial tax increase. 


Again we urge all Townspeople to attend all Finance Hearings as this 
is where the recommendations are made for spending your tax dollars.

AMBULANCE-RESCUE DIVISION 357 


There has been a definite increase in the number of Fires, Forest 
Fires and Ambulance-Rescue runs over last year. The following is a 
comparison report of the number of calls made over these periods:

Ambulance-Rescue Division 301 357 


A new Fire Alarm System has been installed covering all schools and 
municipal buildings. We hope to extend the Alarm System to cover the 
entire town. 


Our Fire Alarm System would be much more effective if the tax 
payers deemed it advisable to install Air Horns on all of the three stations. 


The Ambulance-Rescue Squad is making fine progress and there are 
now twenty (20) people taking the First Aid and Advanced First Aid 
Course. This should prove to be most beneficial to this Division. 
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There is a definite need for a new Fire Truck to be housed at Station 
No. 3 to replace at least one of the antique trucks now employed in that 
area. 


I wish to express my heartfelt thanks to all the officers and men of 
the three stations and the officers and men of the three stations and the 
officers and men of the Ambulance-Rescue Division for their splendid 
cooperation. 


These devoted men are on call for any emergency twenty-four 
hours, day and night, whether it be for a fire or for ambulance service. 
These underpaid servants devote much of their free time in practice and 
drill sessions without pay in order that they may be best prepared for any 
emergency that might arise. 


The Highway and Water Departments have been most cooperative in 
keeping the Fire Department posted of all highways and hydrants under 
repair.

Report of 
BELLINGHAM AIRPORT COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Bellingham: 


Since the organization of the Commission in July, 1968, the 
commission has on numerous occasions met with the Massachusetts 
Aeronautical Commission, and the Federal Aviation Administration to 
obtain approval of the proposed airport facility for the Town of 
Bellingham. 


Both of these organizations have unanimously approved the pro- 
posed site location, and we are at this time in contact with a consulting 
engineering firm for preliminary workings, and an approximate cost 
analysis figure. 


The commission has on several occasions visited other airport 
facilities such as Boston—Logan airport, Fitchburg airport, Manchester 
airport, in Massachusetts, and North Central airport, in Rhode Island, as 
well as the New England Radar Control Center in Nashua, New Hampshire. 


The commission has met with both airport managers, and industrial 
leaders and have been assured by both that an airport is an industrial asset 
to any community. 


According to the Aviation industry projected figures, air cargo 
traffic should increase to six times what it is today, and it is further 
predicted by 1985, just 17 years from now, it will be forty times today’s 
figures. 


Today, general aviation aircraft, not to be confused with commercial 
passenger airlines, number- 114,000, of which 40,000 are owned by 
business firms. By 1975, just 7 years from now, this figure is expected to 
reach the 170,000 mark. 
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The Town of Bellingham has a proposed airport site of superior 
nature and land accessibility for a major industrial park. To further 
enhance the value of the area to industry, which is sorely needed to 
broaden the tax base, Bellingham has adjacent to the proposed airport site 
a major interstate highway system, (495) and the New York, New Haven, 
and Hartford railroad, all in one central location. Best of all, the town can 
benefit by a 90% reimbursement, of all monies expended. 


Bellingham, with an airport facility, would be in an enviable position 
to at least have something to offer industry, something it never had before. 


Our water problem will soon be solved, and the Airport facility will 
be a strong inducement to industry. 


We believe the town has to do first things first. Our first concern is 
industry, otherwise at the rate we are going, and spending money for our 
other needs, the tax rate will be so high that nothing will persuade 
industry to locate within our town. 


We hope the taxpayers will carefully consider the foregoing, and 
vote-in the proposed Airport facility. 


In closing, we wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Industrial 
Development Commission, and the Planning Board for their cooperation 
and valuable assistance.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Bellingham: 
Herein is the report of the School Building Committee. 


During the year 1968 the committee has held 26 regular meetings on 
Friday evenings at 8 o’clock p.m. in the Memorial High School. An 
additional seven (7) special meetings were held with various official town 
boards, namely, School Committee, Finance Committee, Planning Board, 
Conservation Commission, Capital Improvements Committee and Board of 
Selectmen. These special meetings were held in order to inform the boards 
of the plans and progress of this committee. All meetings are open to the 
general public and may be attended. 


A special meeting was also held at the office of Senator John M. 
Quinlan, Norwood, along with Representative John F. St. Cyr, for the 
purpose of seeking legislation to raise the percentage of state reimburse- 
ment to the town. There is presently such a bill before the legislature 
submitted by Rep. St. Cyr. 


There were three (3) meetings held with the School Building 
Assistance Board in Boston. At the first meeting it was suggested by 
S.B.A.B. we seek professional assistance for a comprehensive school needs 
report. We engaged the firm of Engelhardt, Engelhardt & Leggett of New 
York. The final report was completed and distributed to each home in 
June of this year. 
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The committee, in its decision to present plans for a 20 room 
addition to the existing High School, met with S.B.A.B. for approval and 
after receiving same, hired the firm of Korslund, LeNormand & Quann of 
Norwood, Architects. The final meeting with S.B.A.B. was held for their 
approval of the plans as submitted to the town meeting. These plans for 
the school addition were approved by the voters of Feb nent adore in 
December at a cost of $1,285,000.00. 


Your School Building Committee will continue its work in the best 
interests of the citizens of Bellingham.

REPORT OF SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


The South Middlesex Opportunity Council, Incorporated, under the 
direction of Robert J. McDonough, is a private, non-profit, federally 
funded Community Action Agency. Its primary purpose is to mobilize and 
utilize public and private resources in order to provide surveys, studies and 
pilot plans for effective programs on poverty, education, health, com- 
munity development, job opportunities and other necessary projects. 

In order to maintain its objectives, SMOC’s Board of Directors is 
equally divided among representatives from low-income families, as well as 
public and private agencies. 

Many goals have been reached and others are soon to be attained. 
Among these are Head Start, Upward Bound, Community Development, 
Manpower Assistance, Family Clinics and Business Counseling. 

For three consecutive years Bellingham has been the beneficiary of a 
Head Start Program. “Head Start” or the Child Development Center as it is 
known, is both a concept and a community facility. In concept it 
represents the drawing together of all those resources — family, com- 
munity and professional, which, can contribute to the child’s total 
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development. It draws heavily on the professional skills of persons in 
nutrition, health, education, psychology, social work and recreation. 

Bellingham has held their Head Start classes at the Macy School. 
Each class has a teacher, a teacher’s aide plus community volunteers to 
take charge of the 15 children, each year. 

The Community Centers program, established in December 1967 has 
two centers, one in Marlboro and a center located in Hopkinton which 
services the town of Bellingham. 

The purpose of the Centers is to service all low-income residents in 
the Council on an individual basis. The Centers have organized all residents 
of the twelve communities and much time has been spent in making the 
community aware of the problems of the low-income and to help them 
unite in combatting these problems. 

Bellingham has received services ranging from small business, advice, 
tutoring, clothes and furniture for low-income, legal assistance to 
transportation. 

Through the Information and Referral Service, residents of Belling- 
ham were referred to Agencies best suited to arrive at a solution to the 
problems.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board notes there was a very substantial tax rate increase in 
1968. The period of inflation which we are in, along with expansion of 
virtually every Town Department and ever increasing demands for more 
and more public services indicate we will be faced with further increases in 
the future. There is no single solution to the problem of the expanding 
role of government and increasing costs. However, it behooves every voter 
to take an active part in the Town Meeting which is the place where 
approval is given or denied to those appropriations which, in turn, are 
responsible for our tax rate. 

The assumption of administration and financing of all public welfare 
by the Commonwealth on July 1, 1968 was one of the most salient events 
which occurred during the year. This move has had a staggering impact on 
the state budget and will, undoubtedly, eventually cause a considerable 
increase in the cost to the town for these services. Veterans’ Aid, which is 
paid by the Town subject to State reimbursement, also continues to 
increase rapidly in cost. 

The year 1968 took us to the threshold of the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of its incorporation. The committee appointed by 
Moderator R. Bernard Biron is to be commended for the splendid effort 
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they have made in planning for the Town’s anniversary celebration. All 
citizens are strongly urged to take an active part in the affairs which are 
scheduled. Indications are that we will have a successful program to 
commemorate this milestone in our history. 

Interstate Route 495 is now a reality in so far as it services the town 
from Hartford Avenue to the south. The highway is scheduled for 
completion in the late summer of 1969. The Board reported last year that 
the State Department of Public Works was planning to rebuild North Main 
Street and the railroad and Charles River bridges. This work is still being 
programmed by the state, and hopefully will show more progress during 
the coming year. The road is designated as a federal aid primary. This 
means when the rebuilding is done, the only cost to the town, if any, will 
be to move utilities. 

Under the supervision of Normand H. Trudeau, there has been 
excellent progress made on the installation of the fire alarm system voted 
at the 1968 annual town meeting. This will initially tie in all schools and 
public buildings with our central fire alarms. It is hoped that additions and 
extensions may be made from time to time which will eventually provide 
the town with a very fine system. 

The Board appointed an Airport Commission as allowed by the 
General Laws. This group has investigatory powers and will report back to 
the town. 

Women crossing guards were utilized by the Police Department for 
the first time during the year and aided the department considerably. 

Your attention is directed to the report of Town Counsel regarding 
legal actions involving the town. 

A large group of residents indicated, by petition, they were 
interested in having something done so teenagers would have a place to 
meet and socialize. The Board was pleased to allow the use of the hall in 
the Murray Memorial Building for this purpose. The Park Commissioners 
are supervising this activity. 

During the year, the Building Code By-Law became effective. This 
will help to improve the quality of construction in the Town in the future. 

Town Counsel Lee G. Ambler is suggesting, in the 1969 warrant, 
that the town codify its various ordinances and by-laws. The Board 
supports this proposal enthusiastically. 

All voters interested in serving on any of the appointed committees 
or boards are urged to contact a member of the Board to make their 
interest known. It has been difficult to find people who are willing to serve 
on some of the units under our jurisdiction. 

We direct your attention to the report of the Health Agent for 
information regarding Board of Health matters. 

Ralph Baisley, once again, assigned street numbers to houses 
throughout the town. 
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The Board sincerely thanks the many officials and citizens who 
assisted in countless ways during the year. 

Meetings of the Board are held weekly at 8:00 PM on Mondays. All 
townspeople are cordially invited and encouraged to attend these 
meetings.

REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of-Selectmen and to the Citizens and Taxpa 
yers of Bellingham: 


Francis Pretto, former chairman and Reuben Patton, vice chairman 
resigned during the year. At a reorganization meeting Joseph Mason was 
elected chairman and Joseph Chamberlain was elected vice chairman. 
Other members elected during the year were Hector Beauregard and 
Chester Hood. At present one vacancy still remains unfilled. Anyone 
interested in serving on the Conservation Commission please contact the 
Board of Selectmen or members of this Commission. The Commission 
meets regularly on the second and fourth Wednesday of each month. 


The Soil Survey contracted for by the Commission for completion in 
mid-1968 was completed and delivered to the Town in June 1968. This 
Soil survey was immediately put to use in the following areas: 


1. Provided technical information for use by the School Building 
Committee in selection of possible future school sites. 

2. Provided technical information which enabled this commission to 
recognize two violations of the Hatch Act. 

3. Provided technical information for use by the Water Dept. 

4. Is being used by the Planning Board as a reference for more efficient 
Town Planning. 


In 1968 the Conservation Commission was quite active in behalf of 
the Town of Bellingham: 


It investigated and stopped the unauthorized relocation of a brook. 
It prevented a builder from building in a swampland and endangering 
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a well site with pollution by asking the State to invoke the Hatch 
Act. 

On May 2, Mrs. Anderson of the Massachusetts Audubon Society 
presented a Youth Conservation Program at the Pinecrest School. 

A Natural Resources Inventory Program was presented by Tom 
Darcey of the Norfolk Conservation District on October 30, 1968. A 
Natural Resources Inventory has been applied for to further help the 
orderly growth of the Town. 


Some of the future plans of this Commission include meeting with 
various Town committees to provide assistance in Town planning and land 
management, purchase of swamp lands, other open spaces and water 
supply areas, and provided assistance in developing flood control areas, 
controlling pollution and educating others in Conservation practices. 

In summary, the Conservation Commission’s aim is to make 
Bellingham a more attractive place in which to live now and in the future.

ARTICLE 37. — BY-LAWS CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Bellingham Zoning By-law 
by adding Section 3600 Cluster Development to read as follows: 


3600 Cluster Development 


Parcels in excess of ten acres located within the Agricultural District 
(A) may be subdivided and developed with clustered lots, if approved by 
the Board of Appeals for a Special Permit for Cluster Development. Such 
approval shall be granted only subject to the following conditions: 


3610 The proposed development shall be, in the judgement of the Board

3640 The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster or in 
clusters, and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 


3650 All remaining land in the tract, not contained in building lots or 
within road rights of way, shall be contiguous, or if not contiguous, 
in parcels of not less than two acres in each area, having not less than 
40 feet of frontage on a street, and of such shape and condition as to 
be usable for recreation. 


3660 All such remaining land shall be either: 
3661 Acceptable to and deeded to the Bellingham Conservation 
Commission, or 
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3662 Permanently dedicated, by covenant or comparable legal 
instrument, to the community use of the owners of the lots 
within the development tract, for recreational purposes only. 
Building coverage shall not exceed 5% in such dedicated areas. 
Maintenancé shall be permanently assured through an incorpo- 
rated homes association, operating under a recorded land 
agreement through which each lot owner in the development is 
automatically a member and each lot is subject to a charge for 
a share of the homes association expenses; or through 
comparable arrangement satisfactory to the Planning Board. 


3670 Application for a special permit for Cluster Development shall be 
accompanied by a sub-division plan designating streets, lots, parcels 
to be dedicated, and parcels for community use. A copy of the plan 
and of the application shall be transmitted by the Zoning Board to 
the Planning Board, and no decision on a special permit for Cluster 
Development shall be made within 60 days of application without 
receipt of a report thereon by the Planning Board. 


3680 Subsequent to approval of such Cluster Development, no land 
therein shall be sold and no lot line shall be changed in such way as 
to increase the number of lots or the extent of non-conformity with 
the provisions of section 2600 of this By-law.

3820 Any use otherwise permitted by this By-law shall be permitted 
within such flood plains, subject to the following restrictions:

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Bellingham for the period from 
January 1, 1966, the date of the previous examination, to December 31, 
1967, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
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bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by comparison 
with the books of the accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the records of the 
departments making payments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s 
books, while the payments were verified with the treasury warrants 
approved by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s cash book. The 
appropriations and transfers were compared with the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings and with the authorization of the finance committee for 
transfers from the reserve fund. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town on December 31, 1967. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the records of 
payments to the treasurer by the several departments and with other 
sources from which the town received money, while the recorded 
payments were compared with the treasury warrants and the town 
accountant’s books. 


The cash book was footed throughout for the period of the audit, 
and the cash balance on January 8, 1968 was proved by reconciliation of 
the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks in which town 
funds are deposited. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with the 
amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled securities on file. 
The bond and coupon account was reconciled, the outstanding bonds and 
coupons being listed and compared with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The amounts transferred to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s records, the recorded redemptions and foreclosures 
were checked, and the tax titles on hand were listed, proved, and 
compared with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of tax possessions were examined and checked, and the 
tax possessions on hand were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. 
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The transactions of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
the town treasurer were verified. The savings bank books and securities 
representing the investment of these funds were listed. The income was 
proved, and all recorded transactions and balances were verified. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were examined and 
proved with the accountant’s controlling accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes and excise outstanding at the time of the previous 
audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and checked 
with the warrants issued for their collection. The recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abatements were proved 
with the assessors’ records of abatments granted, the transfers to the tax 
title account were checked with the treasurer’s records of tax titles held by 
the town, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the respective controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 


It is recommended that a determined effort be made to secure a 
prompt settlement of the delinquent tax and excise accounts. 


The records of water and departmental accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the 
payments to the treasurer, the abatements, as entered, were compared 
with the departmental records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental, 
and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The town clerk’s accounts pertaining to dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined and checked. The payments to the treasurer and to 
the State were verified, and the cash on hand January 8, 1968 was verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to file them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, the sealer of weights and 
measures, and the inspectors of buildings, wires and plumbing, as well as of 
the police, health, school and library departments, and of all other 
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departments collecting money for the town or committing bills for 
collection, were examined and checked. The recorded collections were 
compared with the treasurer’s receipts, and the cash on hand in the several 
departments was proved by actual count. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental and water accounts, 
together with schedules showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by the 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish 
to express appreciation.

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DAY PROGRAM 
A. January — June 1968 


1. Enrollment 

At the beginning of 1968 118 boys were in the sophomore class and 
117 were in the freshman class at the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. The number of students in each of the 
departments was as follows: 25 in Auto Body, 25 in Auto Mechanics, 25 
in Mill and House Carpentry, 27 in Drafting, 30 in Electronics, 56 in 
Machine Shop, 24 in Metal Fabrication, and 23 in Plant Maintenance. 


2. Exploratory Program 


During the first semester the freshmen had been given an opportuni- 
ty to spend two weeks in each of the eight departments so that they would 
have some knowledge of and experience in each of the programs offered 
by the school. Every student had made a choice of department before the 
start of school based upon aptitude tests and guidance counseling but we 
wanted to give them actual experience in every department before they 
made their final selection. Less than 10% of the students wanted to change 
their choice, which indicates that our program of aptitude testing and 
guidance counseling is very effective. 


3. Pupil Selection for the Fall of 1968 


During the months of January and February all the schools in the 
member towns were visited by the Guidance Director in order to give 
information to the boys in the eighth grade about the courses that are 
offered at the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. Applications were distributed and the students were requested to 
indicate their first, second, and third choices among the courses offered. 
Specially designed information forms were given to each school adminis- 
trator, to be completed for each boy who planned to make application for 
admission to the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. 


At a later date applicant groups from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the eight 
departments and actually see the program in operation. During the day 
they were given a series of aptitude tests involving verbal reasoning, 
numerical ability, mechanical reasoning, abstract reasoning, and spatial 
relations. The scores on the above tests and the information sheet provided 
by the sending school were evaluated in order to produce a profile of each 
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applicant’s characteristics. Each applicant’s profile was recorded on a 
compilation sheet which served to identify the most qualified students in 
each town. Every effort was made to admit the best qualified boys in each 
town, to give them their course preference, to distribute the courses as 
equally as possible among the towns, and to select each boy for the course 
in which he appeared to have the best chance of success. Due to lack of 
space we were able to admit only 110 boys out of the 346 that applied for 
admission. 


4. Expansion of the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School 


During the years of 1966, 67, 68 we have had over 1000 applicants 
for admission to our school. Unfortunately, due to lack of space we have 
only been able to accept one out of every three boys that apply. At the 
beginning of 1968 the school committee decided that it would be 
necessary to build an addition to the school if the needs of the youth of 
this region were to be served. 


This addition is presently under construction and is scheduled to be 
ready for occupancy in September of 1969. It will provide four new shops, 
four classrooms, a technical drawing room, and a remedial reading room. 
This will allow us to accept an additional 160 students which will increase 
the capacity of the school to 520 pupils. 


5. Retirement of James S. Mullaney 


Jim Mullaney retired from the Blackstone Valley Vocational 
Regional School District Committee on March 21, 1968. No one can ever 
replace a man of Kim’s stature and vision. He will always be remembered 
as the moving spirit behind the planning and realization of the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical School. But he is certainly entitled 
to a well-earned period of leisure and we all extend our warmest good 
wishes to him for a long and happy retirement. 


B. September — December 1968 
1. Enrollment 
In September we started our third year of operation with 112 
juniors, 117 sophomores, and 111 freshmen for a total of 340 pupils. The 


number of boys from each of the towns was as follows: 31 from 
Bellingham, 16 from Blackstone, 14 from Douglas, 39 from Grafton, 19 
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from Hopedale, 9 from Mendon, 54 from Milford, 46 from Millbury, 6 
from Millville, 40 from Northbirdge, 18 from Sutton, 17 from Upton, and 
31 from Uxbridge. 


5 Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continues to do an outstanding job for the 
students of our school. Once again our cafeteria was rated in the top ten in 
Massachusetts by the Massachusetts School Lunch Program. Last year we 
were rated number nine but this year we were ranked number two in the 
entire State. We congratulate the cafeteria staff for their fine achievement. 


3. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation Awards 


Nine sophomores in the Metal Fabrication Department received 
national recognition from the James F. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation, 
in competition with schools throughout the country. The Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical School was the only school in the U. 
S. to have a grand national winner, three regional award winners and three 
sixth award winners. This achievement is all the more remarkable 
considering the fact that all nine students were only sophomores and that 
all nine won awards. 


4. Accreditation by the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools 


At the December Sth meeting of the Commission on Public 
Secondary Schools, it was voted to recommend the Blackstone Valley 
Regional Vocational Technical High School for institutional membership 
in the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools on the 
basis of a recommendation by the Ad Hoc Committee on Vocational 
Education. The Commission recommendation was approved by the 
Association’s Executive Committee and the membership at the Annual 
Meeting on December 6, 1968. 


The accreditation of our school was the outstanding educational 
event of the year and indicates to the general public and the teaching 
profession that qualitative standards are being fulfilled. 

ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 


1. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The evening trade extension courses for adults started Monday, 
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September 30, 1968. These classes are open to persons over 16 years of 
age who are not attending school ana who can show evidence of trade 
contact with the specific training desired. The following courses were 
offered: Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, Mill and House Carpentry, 
Electronics, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant Maintenance, Draft- 
ing, Plumbing Code, and Blueprint Reading. A total of 228 adults were 
enrolled in these courses. The number of students from each of the towns 
was as follows: 24 from Bellingham, 12 from Blackstone, 8 from Douglas, 
15 from Grafton, 11 from Hopedale, 17 from Mendon, 30 from Milford, 7 
from Millbury, 4 from Millville, 42 from Northbridge, 6 from Sutton, 29 
from Upton, and 23 from Uxbridge. 


2. Nursing Aide Program 


While our school was designed primarily for boys, the first class to 
be graduated was composed entirely of women. On April 11, twenty-six 
students were awarded certificates at graduation exercises held at St. 
Camillus Hospital in Northbridge. This was the first specialized training 
course for nursing aides in the Blackstone Valley area. All the graduates of 
this nursing program are working in nursing homes and hospitals in this 
region. 


3. Automotive Machinist Program 


The second graduation took place on May 17th when the young men 
in the automotive machinist program completed a 44-week training period. 
This is the only program of its type in the United States and the entire 
expense of this course is borne by the Automotive Wholesalers Association 
of New England, the automotive equipment manufacturers, and the 
Federal government. Upon graduation the young men were hired by 
employers from all parts of New England. We had three times as many jobs 
as we had graduates. 


On June 3rd another group of 32 young men started the second 
program in automotive machinist training and they are scheduled to 
graduate next April. 


4. Production Machinist Program 


On June 24, 1968 another program for unemployed young men was 
started in our school to train them in the operation of basic machine shop 
equipment. This will be a 30-week course and they will complete their 
training in the middle of January 1969. 
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CONCLUSION 


Midway through our third school year we feel that the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating efficiently 
and serving the people of the area effectively in several divergent 
capacities, as shown in the number of students who enrolled in the regular 
day program and in the adult training programs: 


340 freshmen, sophomore, and junior boys in the day program. 
228 men and women in the Evening Trade Extension program. 
32 young men in the Automotive Machinist program.

Thus we have offered about 670 people the opportunity to further 
their education and to increase their vocational skills. 


At the end of 1968 the School Committee, the staff, and the 
administration look back in satisfaction at the excellent progress we have 
made; and with the increased variety in our curriculum and the physical 
capacity our addition will afford, we can look forward with confidence to 
an even brighter future.

Apportionment of Costs 
Incurred by the District 


(A) Classification of Costs 


For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the District 
against the member towns, costs shall be divided into two categories: 
capital costs and operating costs. 


(B) Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of capital outlay 
such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of constructing, reconstructing 
and adding to buildings, and the cost of remodeling or making extraordi- 
nary repairs to a school building or buildings, including without limitation 
the cost of the original equipment and furnishings for such buildings or 
additions, plans, architects’ and consultants’ fees, grading and other costs 
incidental to placing school buildings and additions and related premises in 
Operating condition. Capital costs shall also include payment of principal 
of and interest on bonds, notes or other obligations issued by the District 
to finance capital costs. 


(C) Apportionment of Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall be apportioned annually in December for the 
ensuing year as follows: 
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(1) Each member town’s share of the capital costs incurred in 
connection with the construction, equipping and placing in operation of 
the initial district school building, including the payment of principal of 
and interest on bonds, notes or other obligations of the District to finance 
such capital costs, shall be determined by computing the ratio which the 
sum of its public school male pupil enrollments in grades nine through 
twelve, inclusive, on October 1 of the three years next preceding the year 
in which the Committee votes to authorize the incurring of such capital 
costs bears to the sum of the public school male pupil enrollments in 
grades nine through twelve, inclusive, of all the member towns on October 
1 of the same three years; and in the case of capital costs consisting of the 
payment of principal of the interest on bonds, notes or other obligations 
issued by the District, the ratio shall not be changed during the period in 
which such bonds, notes or other obligations are outstanding, except as 
provided in subsection VII(A). For the purpose of this clause (1) of 
Section (A) above, public school male pupil enrollments shall be defined as 
the number of male pupils in grades nine through twelve, inclusive, 
residing in each member town and receiving education at such town’s 
expense.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Bellingham School Committee: 


The year 1968 has been a very eventful experience. Two major 
events have occurred; namely, the accreditation of our High School and 
the voting of a twenty-room addition to our present secondary structure. 


To achieve accreditation by the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools is a long, time consuming process. It can 
truly be said that the process began some five years ago with preliminary 
reports and self evaluation. Membership in the NEACSS means that our 
High School has met certain national standards of quality education. The 
visiting committee has made many commendations as well as rec- 
ommendations. The recommendations made hinged to a great extent on 
the need for an addition to our High School. This having been voted, 95% 
of these recommendations can now become reality. We are grateful to the 
entire High School staff and taxpayers for their total positive effort. 


However, the hard cold fact is that more space must be made 
available to meet the needs of our ever increasing school population. As of 
October 1, 1968, there were 3022 pupils enrolled in our schools. Many 
classes have enrollments far in excess of the requirements of the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. Further, Keough School is 
operating on double sessions involving 462 pupils. We would be remiss at 
this point if we did not mention the need for space beyond the construc- 
tion of the addition recently voted. It appears at this writing that we shall 
revert to double sessions in September, 1970. 


On many occasions we have indicated the need for a so-called 
permanent School Building Needs Committee to make long-range plans in 
light of the projected enrollments. It is hoped that this will become a 
reality soon for the need is urgent. 


Our pupil distribution by school as of October 1, 1968, follows:

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During the month of October our annual school census was taken. 
The district lines vary to some extent since pupils are assigned to schools 
where space is available. The summary as of this writing follows:

It should be noted that these figures are drawn from the age range of 
1 to 21 years. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 

On June 8, 1948, 140 seniors received diplomas. The percentage of 
our students furthering their education has been steadily increasing due to 
our extensive counseling and use of guidance materials. It is anticipated 
that this year more than 59% of our students will go on to further formal 
education, and that the remaining students will be placed in areas of 
employment in accordance with their abilities and preferences. 

Guidance services are available to all students in the High School 
building and on call service to our elementary division. Because of our 
increased enrollment, it has become impossible to meet all the social, 
emotional, educational and vocational needs of our students. It is felt that 
additional counselors and clerical assistance is needed and we so 
recommend. 

Many new courses have been introduced during the current academic 
year. We now offer courses in ceramics, data processing, creative writing, 
home management, drafting II, metal and wood shop II, drafting for 
8th-grade boys, shop math and review college math. Department chairmen 
have prepared Title II] Long-Range Plans for NDEA funds in English, 
Math, Science, and Foreign Languages. A Title II grant in business 
education has been approved for the sum of $13,481 enabling us to 
provide fifteen business machines in our office machines classroom. 

A secondary school summer program was instituted during the 
summer of 1968. This program is identified as SPEED, Summer Program 
for Educational Excellence and Development. This voluntary program is 
intended to offer enrichment as well as an opportunity to make up work. 

Our Evening Adult Education, Adult Basic Education, and Practical 
Arts Education Programs are benefiting more than 300 participants per 
semester. 

All curriculum guides have been revised and published in final form. 
A student handbook has been published and issued to all students. 
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ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


At the elementary level we have felt growth in population as well as 
improvement in horizontal and vertical education. A culminating require- 
ment to have our elementary divisions truly reach educational excellence is 
the need for greater coordination. We are, therefore, recommending that 
additional assistance be available to the central office so that greater 
emphasis can be given this extremely important aspect in the articulation 
process between and among all elementary schools and the high school. 

Our summer program “Project Encouragement”? has completed its 
third year. This is a federally funded welcomed opportunity for 
approximately 50 pupils in grades one through three. 

It is also being recommended that a survey be made in early spring 
to determine the need for and interest in a summer program at the 
elementary level. If the need and interest are established, this program 
could function on a self-supporting basis. ) 

We are pleased to state that our elementary school staff does a 
commendable job. This is intended to include our itinerant teachers in 
physical education, art, and music. 

In our physical education program, it is intended that every child 
receive at least the minimum number of hours per week in organized 
physical education experiences. Unfortunately, the lack of space does not 
make this possible in every elementary school in our community. 

The objectives of our art program are to provide each pupil an 
Opportunity to develop his talent and skills in activities that contribute to 
self development; and to give every child pleasure and confidence in his 
own creative abilities. 

Our objective in the elementary music program is to promote an 
understanding and appreciation of music through participation in singing, 
listening, rhythmic, and playing activities. Our program is based on three 
areas of concentration: music history, music theory, and music apprecia- 
tion. 

Vision and hearing tests are administered each year to our 
elementary pupils. During the course of the school year our school nurses 
hold conferences with pupils, teachers, principals, and parents. Home visits 
are made when felt necessary. Our school physician examines students in 
alternate grades each year. A health record is kept on every student. 

Our school lunch program has been most successful. Those who care 
to participate in this program receive a hot, nutritious lunch. Participation 
has increased to the point that approximately 86% of our high school 
students enjoy our lunches daily. It is hoped that we shall soon make these 
lunches available to all students. 
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We have made recommendations in this report which we feel will 
improve the quality of our educational process. We shall continue to seek 
the services of competent personnel. Our greatest problem is the need for 
additional space to accommodate pupils and programs for tomorrow’s 
world. 

We are grateful for the competence and dedication of our entire 
instructional, health, clerical, cafeteria, and custodial staffs as well as those 
who administer same. We also acknowledge the assistance rendered this 
department by the various town officials with whom we come in contact 
regularly. The efforts of the Building Committee and cooperation of the 
various civic organizations and related school units are appreciated. 

The counsel of the School Committee in helping us fulfill the needs 
of our more than 3000 pupils is acknowledged also.
